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Bishop Chavez to new permanent deacons: 


‘Give your best, and throw castoffs away’

The permanent deacon class of 1978 is 
now complete. With the ordination of eight 
more men last Saturday in the Immacu- 
lata church on the USD campus, the total 
for the year was brought to 11. Three were 
ordained in San Bernardino on June 3. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher had hoped to 
confer the sacrament of holy orders on all 
11, and though he was able to impose 
hands on the men in San Bernardino, 
indisposition kept him in the hospital last 
weekend, and auxiliary Bishop Gilbert 
Chavez officiated. 


THE BISHOP admitted it was his first 
ordination of permanent deacons. And he 
included his personal instruction to the 
men in place of the church's official text, 
as part of the colorful ceremony which 
brought a packed congregation to the 
church lit by afternoon sunshine. 


He reminded the men—seven married 
and one. bachelor—that their service as 
deacons must be to give of their best. “It is 
no good giving castoffs to the poor and the 
needy. Give them of your best, and throw 
the castoffs away,” he said. 


“It is the same with your service. Give of 
your best, not what you have to spare.”

the first black permanent deacon or- 
dained for the diocese since the diaconate 
program started nearly eight years ago.

Father Neal Dolan, diaconate director, 
preached on the relationships which give 
life meaning. 


“THESE MEN come forward to show 
their relationship with God and to pro- 
claim to you, the people, their intent,” he 
said. Paraphrasing the readings, he 
added, “God says to you deacons come 
forward for | have dedicated and appoint- 
ed you. And | will send you where | want 
you to go. 


“Teach and preach my word and share 
your lives with those | send to you.” 


As the litany of saints was intoned by 
Father Nicolas Reveles, the eight men 
prostrated themselves in the sanctuary, 
surrounded by 20 permanent deacons 
and 30 priests. 


THEN CAME the laying of hands by 
Bishop Chavez and the men returned to 
the pews and their families, for vesting in

The number of permanent deacons now 
ordained in the diocese has reached 34, 
with as many men in the formation 
program and others to be accepted for the 
fall semester. 


The ordained men return mostly to their 
parishes and other apostolates, able to 
preach, to witness marriages, to baptize 
and to conduct funeral services. But most 
of all, to be men of service, living in the lay 
community with all the charisms of holy 
orders. 


‘Bishop Dozier calls for wider 
use of general absolution 


NOTRE DAME, Ind. (NC)— 
Bishop Carroll T. Dozier of 
Memphis, Tenn., whose 1976 
general absolution ceremonies 
brought international notice anda 
rebuke from the Vatican, called 
for wider use of such ceremonies. 


In atalk delivered atthe seventh 
annual Notre Dame Conference 
on Pastoral! Liturgy, Bishop Dozier 
said additional study and discus- 
sion of the subject are also 
needed. : 


VATICAN COUNCIL II called for 
a revision of the formula for the 
sacrament of penance so it could 
“more clearly express both the 
nature and the effect of the 
Sacrament,” the bishop said. 


The revision was threefold, he 
went on. “In the first we have the 
rite for reconciliation of individual 
penitents: in the second we have 


the rite for reconciliation of 
several penitents with individual 
confession and absolution: in the 
third, the rite for reconciliation of 
penitents with general confession 
and absolution. 


“The place of this rite does not 
seem to belong with the other two, 
since the interpretations are so 
narrowly tailored that only on the 
rarest of occasions could it be 
used,” he said. 


“| WOULD SUGGEST very hum- 
bly that the pastoral applica- 
tion of this third rite be discussed 
quite openly and its usefulness be 
investigated in the life of our 
people,” he continued. 


The bishop drew Vatican criti- 
cism for violating the norms for 
general absolution at services in 
Memphis and Jackson, Tenn., in 
December 1976.

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After a private audience with Pope 
Paul, June 15, social activist Arch- 
bishop Helder Camara of Olinda and 
Recife, Brazil, said the travel ban the 
pope placed on him ‘was simply a 
misunderstanding that has been fully 
cleared up.”

Indians in Panzos, Guatemala, site of 
a massacre by troops and landowners 
at the end of May, has been arrested 
and expelled as an agitator by immi- 
gration authorities. 


Peruvian Catholics can vote for any 
of various factions but their choice 
must favor those who seek the human 
dignity of the poor, the Peruvian 
bishops said in a joint statement on 
the June constitutional elections. 


A National Center for the Laity has 
been established in Chicago to serve 
as an information center and discus- 
sion catalyst on the Chicago Declara- 
tion of Christian Concern, which 
charged that the social role of the 
Catholic laity is being undermined. 


Two Inuit (Eskimo) students are 
now preparing for the priesthood in 
Fairbanks, Alaska, in a special course 
of study set up at the request of 
Bishop Robert Whelan of Fairbanks. 


- Pope Paul VI has refused 
Baroness Marie-Christine’s re- 
quest to marry Prince Michael of 
Britain’s royal family in an 
Austrian Catholic church. The 
refusal is believed to be based on 
the prince’s written intention to 
bring the children up as Angli- 
cans. The prince must give up his 
right to the British throne to marry 
the Roman Catholic baroness.

Among recently approved 
buildings in parishes’there 
are two churches, one 
costing $971,983 and the 
other $1 million. 


In figures presented to 
the priests’ senate at their 
last meeting, Msgr. |. Brent 
Eagen, diocesan chancellor 
and chairman of the dio- 
cesan building committee, 
disclosed building pro- 
grams completed, in pro- 
cess, or planned totalling 
$11,604,021. 


THIS INCLUDES the re- 
cently completed church of 
Our Mother of Confidence, 
San Diego, for $971,983, 
and the projected new 
church for St. James par- 
ish, Solana Beach, for 
$1,000,000. 


Among other churches 
included in the building 
programs listed as ap- 
proved through March, 
1978, are churches for St. 
Anthony, Upland ($824,- 
988), St. Joseph, Upland 
($886,864), San Rafael, 
Rancho Bernardo ($754,- 
112). St. Matthew, Corona, 
($540,000) and St. Mark, 
San Marcos ($550,000). 


Also listed are multi- 
purposes buildings to serve 
as churches and religious 
centers for St. Gabriel, 
Poway ($353,071), and St. 
Elizabeth Seaton, Rancho 
La Costa ($435,000).

A priest who has headed 
three of the major educa- 
tional institutions in the 
diocese will retire atthe end 
of this month. 


Father John Cadden will 
step down as a pastor of St. 
Mary, National City, forced 
by ill health to give up the 
strenuous activities of 
running a parish. 


HE HAD the distinction of 
having been principal of 
Aquinas High School, San 
Bernardino; University 
High School, San Diego; 
and president of the Uni- 
versity of San Diego College 
for Men. 


Born in 1913, he was 
educated at the University 
of Scranton (Pa.) and Cath- 
olic University, Washing- 
ton, D.C. He was ordained 
for the Benedictine Order 
and served as a chaplain in 
the U.S. Navy from 1943- 
46. 


Arriving in the San Diego 
diocese in 1951 hewas first 


Father John Cadden 


assigned to Holy Family 
church, San Diego and then 
Sacred Heart in Redlands.

What kind of Catholic are you? — 


The Thomas More Book Club has a challenging 
ad running in various Catholic journals. Headlined 
with the question posed above this column, it 
divides Catholics into two types—thinking and 
nominal. 


For the thinking, or concerned, Catholic, the 
three requisites are: 1. Wants to be a full-time 
Christian. 2. Feels that mass and Sunday sermons 
are just a start toward dealing with the basic 
questions of morality, justice and a meaningful life. 


3. Is continually searching, questing for answers. 


For the second alternative, the nominal, or rote, 


“Catholic, the three requisites are: 1. Goes to mass 


on Sunday. 2. Listens to the sermon and feels that is 
sufficient. 3. Seldom, if ever, thinks about moral, 
social or religious issues. 


Naturally, the Thomas More Book Club claims 
that it is designed for the thinking Catholic. 
However, regardless. of the gimmick value of the 
advertisement, it really has a message for us. Are 
there still too many rote Catholics, filling the pews 
each Sunday, somewhat mechanically (and scared 
of retribution if they don’t get there)? Or is 
Catholicism in this nation growing into maturity, 
with its people concerned with the many matters 
which affect life in general and prepared to apply 
themselves, in a Christian context, todo something 
about it? 


Birth control or self control? 


The trouble with teaching sex education in public. 


schools and by Planned Parenthood is that they 
teach birth control, not self control. Last week the 
six Catholic bishops of Connecticut issued a 
statement on this point, following a new state 
legislature appropriation there for expanded sex 
education in schools. 


“There is a major danger that a public school sex 
education course could be givenin a manner that is 
purely physical, promoting contraception without 
any or without adequate presentation of virtue or 
ethical values,” the bishops said. “This is a 
challenge to the entire community—not just 
Catholic, not alone Christian.” They said such an 
education program ‘must show the ethical and 
personal dimensions of human sexuality.” 


Madalyn O'Hair—friend or foe? 

Has it ever occurred to us to consider that 
famous atheist Madalyn Murray O’Hair, a friend? 
She may well be, according to Msgr. Roy Rihn, 
pastor of St. Mary parish in Victoria, Texas. “Though 
she would be the first to deny it, it is just possible 
that God may have raised up Madalyn Murray 
O'Hair to needle us into seeing ourselves as we 
are,” he wrote in his weekly column recently. “She 
is forcing us to look at ourselves without blinders. 
She is making us face up to our funny inconsisten- 
cies, our sly hypocrisies, our shoddy compro- 
mises,” he added. “The truth does hurt, but what a 
pity. that we react so defensively. We feel 
threatened by her attacks and exposés, and instead 
of responding to them honestly and constructively, 
we counter-attack.” 


One thing we must all admit. When it comes to 
fearlessness, persistence, determination and 
sheer guts for a cause, Madalyn Murray O’Hair can 
put most of us Christians to shame. 


Wrong if you do and wrong if you don't 


There is always the problem whenever a church 
is used for a “secular” occasion, such as a concert 
or musical performance: what to do about the 
Blessed Sacrament? Do you leave the eucharist 
there in the tabernacle, or do you remove the 
sacrament so that no “desecration” may come 
from the presence and ignorance of non-believers? 


A case recently occurred in one of our parishes 
where a musical comedy was performed in the 
church. The cross was removed and so were the 
altar and the Blessed Sacrament. A letter received 
here condemns this by saying that “to replace the 
center of our faith with a- piece of this world, a 
Broadway musical, is to have God take a back seat 


while we go on with the business of entertainment : 


and economics.” 


As more and more churches are built as multi- 
purposes buildings, the more they will be used for 
secular as well as religious occasions. Admittedly it 
is not in the tradition of the ancient synagogues 
where Jesus worshiped, and does seem to “invade” 
the prayerful sanctuary. Some musical perfor- 
mances, in themselves, may be prayerful occa- 
sions. But a Broadway musical comedy? I'm not 
sure.

Perhaps the ways of God—or more 
accurately, the vagaries of life—are 
inscrutable to us because our per- 
spective extends so little further than 
ourselves.

AMERICANS HAVE? lots of things in 
common that they read and talk about. One 
thing people talk about is schools. And an 
important dialogue between schools is 
happening. Recently I Cara sede an interest- 
ing conversation. 


The Catholic school stood across the 
street from the public school. As I walked 
between them, the Catholic school said, “At 
the meeting last night, when the cynic insisted 
I wasn’t necessary, that the church could 
survive without me, the next man quoted 
Jesus’ words, ‘Only one thing is necessary.’ 
Then he destroyed the first man’s diatribe. 
‘Sure, the church can survive without 
Catholic schools—and a lot of other things. 
But the real issue is whether it should.’ ” 


“No wonder you were upset,” the public 
school replied. “You were here before me. 
This country got along without me for years. 
Neither of us is absolutely necessary.” 


“BUT IT SEEMS some people are-so 
uptight about my expenses,” the Catholic 
school said sadly. “They think I eat up all the 
church funds. Actually, the research shows 
that I only use about 14 percent of the church 
income. In some cities, when you consider 
how much extra my graduates and parents 
contribute, I even make a profit for the 


‘church. 


A climate for faith 


“In Chicago, for instance, the diocese © 


subsidizes my relatives by $41 million, yet the 
patrons of the Catholic schools contribute 
an extra $62 million. Not a bad profit, is it?” 

The public school remarked consolingly, 
“Don’t worry. People complain that I cost too 
much, too. If all your students moved over to 


me, their taxes would increase and they 


would pay a lot more than they presently 
contribute to keep you. 


“BESIDES, I don’t understand why you 
Catholics are so concerned about money. 
One of my sociology teachers quoted a writer 
by the name of Greeley who says Catholics 
have the highest income except for Jews: 
Those poor immigrants and their descend- 
ants owe you a lot.” 

“Yes, but as a Catholic school, I’m not 
really here to help people make money.” 


“No, but it helps,” said the public school, 
“and it gives them a good self-concept. 
Everyone needs that—even we schools. At 
least your kids can read and write when they 
graduate. 


“PARENTS CONCEIVED us _ public 
schools because they needed help. It’s just 
too much for them to try to educate their 
children to survive in this world. I worry that I 
don’t help them enough.” 


The Catholic school replies, “That’s why 
they created me, too, to help them, but not 
just to teach their children to make a living. 
We want to teach them how to live—to live 


_ like Jesus, and perfect his kingdom.”

The most remarkable 


invention of U.S. church

The most remarkable invention of the U.S. 
Catholic church has been the Catholic school 
system. No other nation, before or since, has 
anything quite like it. Every other country, 
Catholic or otherwise, either supports the 
religious schools from public funds or else 
suppresses their existence (as in Russia and 
China). 


In the United States, the voluntary support 
of Catholic people maintains 7,000 elemen- 
tary schools, 1,700 secondary schools and 
250 colleges and universities. This astonishing 
achievement rests upon the vision and 
dedication and tenacity of Catholics past. It 
will endure with the hope, faith and determin- 
ation of Catholics present. 


THE FIRST Catholic school in the 
continental United States opened in New 
Orleans in 1727. Conducted by the Ursulines, 


~ it was intended to train young girls in religion 


and other skills for maintaining a family. 
A Sulpician priest, Father William Du- 


Bourg, encouraged Elizabeth Seton to open 
the first free Catholic school for poor children 
on Paca Street in Baltimore in 1809. When 
Father DuBourg moved to New Orleans in 
1812, he lured 53 trained teachers from 
Europe (Vincentians, Christian Brothers, 
Ursulines, Sisters of the Sacred Heart) to 
open mission schools along the Mississippi, 
and establish a “spiritual center” for the 
renewal of Catholic school teachers in St. 
Louis. 


Another Sulpician, Father Gabriel Rich- 
ard, rooted Catholic education in the 
Michigan territory. Practically a founder of 
the city of Detroit, Father Richard designed a 
plan for Catholic education in the Detroit area 
(with special focus on girls and Indians) as well 


as a plan for public education in the whole ~ 


Michigan territory. 


CO-FOUNDER of the University of 
Michigan, Father Richard served as its first 
vice president. He capped his career by 
serving as the first Catholic priest in 
Congress. 
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CLASS IS-OUT—When schools like 
Corpus Christi Catholic School in 
Dayton, Ohio, empty out for the day, 
it is not uncommon, if you listen 
carefully, to hear a dialogue between

“That would be wonderful,” the public 
school said with a sigh.

“I envy you,” the public school declared. 
“You know, sometimes I wish I were a movie 


Catholic schools might never have grown 
so much if it were not for the militant 
persecution of Protestant Nativists in the 
1840’s and the Protestant domination of the 
public schools. In the latter case it was 
customary for public schools to hold regular 
Bible classes and religious services. 

A Protestant Bible was used and the 
Protestant interpretation imposed. Catholics 
contested this violation of religious con- 
science in 1854 in the Donohoe case. They 
lost the decision. 


THIS WAS reinforced by the Eliot case in 
1859. A Catholic family instructed their son to 
skip Bible class. The teacher whipped the 
boy. The parents sued the teacher and lost 
the case. 


Moreover, the school district suspended 
several hundred Catholic students until they 
“learned to obey the rules.” Not until 1890 in 

' the Edgerton-Wisconsin decision, were 
Catholics legally excused from such classes 
and religious services. 


Human rights violations such as these 
moved Catholics to oper’ their own schools. 
The Council of Baltimore in 1884 urged every 
Catholic parish to open a Catholic school 
where possible.

theater or a TV station. They have such an 
influence on the kids.” 


“Oh, don’t. Parents need us more than ever 
today. They see their kids so little, they need 
us to help overcome all those other influ- 
ences.” 


“YES, BUT you havea big advantage,” the 
public school pointed out. “I have to be value- 
free. My teachers aren’t free to teach the 
students about God or Jesus. I think that 
teachers get in trouble even for mentioning 
Greeley.” 


“Our people fight-about Greeley, too,” the 
Catholic school said with a chuckle. 


Then I had to hurry to my brother’s house. 
They were celebrating their 30th wedding 
anniversary, even though his wife still does 
not read the comics. 


BISHOP John Parcell of Cincinnati 
anticipated this decision by opening over 103 
Catholic schools in his diocese by 1870. (By 
contrast there were only 11 such schools in 
New York City at that time.) 

Also Bishop John Neumann of Philadelphia 
was busy opening Catholic schools and 
creating the idea of a Catholic school system. 

The arrival of the religious orders along 
with hordes of immigrants combined to make 
all this feasible. Between 1829 and 1884 (the 
year of the Baltimore Council), 44 orders of 
nuns and 12 orders of brothers took root in 
the United States. The troops were ready. 
The immigrants were coming. The bishops 
had stated their policy. 


THEN CAME the Oregon roadblock. In 
1922, the state of Oregon passed a statute, 
outlawing non-public schools, as a threat to 
the growth of public schools, The public 
schools were good enough for everyone, and 
non-public schools were undemocratic, 
fostering religious prejudice, the law con- 
tended. 


The Sisters of the Holy Name of Jesus and 
Mary fought the case and won in the famed 


Pierce decision of 1925, guaranteeing 
freedom for non-public schools to survive.

“There is no threat to the system of 
parochial schools when an emphasis is placed 
on adult education. These programs can 
indeed-support each other and develop ‘total 
education’ for all Catholics.” 


These words come from the dissertation of 
Father C. Albert Koob, a Norbertine priest 
who received his doctorate from the Catholic 
University of America this May. 


SUCH A perspective is typical of a man 
who has devoted over 35 years of his life to 


Catholic education and has moved the 
Catholic school system and total Catholic 
education into a posture of prominence in 
American society through his leadership and 
foresight. 


Father Koob was born in Philadelphia and 
educated at St. Aloysius parochial school, 
Southeast Catholic High School and St. 
Norbert’s College. At St. Norbert’s Abbey in 
De Pere, Wis., he was ordained a priest in 
1945. 


He taught in the Catholic high schools of 
Philadelphia until 1948 when he became 
assistant principal then principal at Southeast 
Catholic High School (now Bishop Neumann 
High School). 


IN 1961, he accepted an executive post 
and eventually the presidency of the National 
Catholic Educational Assocation. In his work 
with the NCEA, Father Koob promoted 
excellence and uniqueness of purpose among 
the Catholic schools of this country. 


He saw competition as a very healthy 
means toward improved American educa- 
tion. In 1968 he wrote, “Why shouldn’t it be 
possible to challenge our nation’s schools’ 
improvement by exploiting the advantages of 
a competive system?” But competition was 
not all he sought. 


At the same time he challenged all of 
American education toward cooperative 
planning, a sharing of talent, the opening of 
private doors to the inner city, the sponsor- 


ship of joint training programs. He sought an * 


orientation of education toward values, to 
responsibility for meaning and toward 
excellence for all schools in a system which 
allows freedom of choice and idealizes and 
desires good education for all. 


IT HAS OFTEN been said that the 
strength of a person is challenged in suffering. 
On Oct. 28, 1972, a grating gave way beneath 
Father Koob in a shopping center, and he fell 
30 feet, suffering multiple injuries. Although 
full recovery was considered impossible, by 
March of 1973, this man was once more 
moving about and engaging himself, in simple 
ways at first, then more energetically, in the 
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work of Catholic education. 


By the fall of 1974, Father Koob was again 
writing and speaking publicly on behalf of 
Catholic schools. The schools, he said at the 
time, “will give witness to Christ by serving 
those who need education. Somehow the 
Catholic people will find the means to support 
these schools because they are so vitally 
important to both the church and the nation. 


“Catholic schools will serve as social 
mission by teaching reading to all in the local 
area who seek help as the nation strives to 
eliminate functional illiteracy,” he added. 


ALTHOUGH FATHER Koob is never 
given to lengthy rhetoric, his insights are 
always terse but persuasive. Predictions 
made have almost always been on target, 
though it may have taken several years for 
them to have been realized. 


At the time of Father Koob’s accident, Bip 
Gallagher, chairman of the NCEA board of 
directors, had this to say: “His genius for truly 
imaginative developments will undoubtedly 
produce dramatic changes in the training of 
future teachers for service to students and to 
the church in the years which lie ahead.” 


On the question. “Are Catholic schools 
necessary?” Father Koob’s own words speak 
his conviction: “My look back convinces me 
that Catholic education today is more 
-vigorous than it has ever been. 


“THE NATION and the church can count 
on Catholic educators to perform in their 
usual first-class fashion. I am proud to be one 
of their number and proud of the work that 
they are doing.” 


Father Koob’s strength was evident in the 
self-discipline and energy which he brought to 
his academic course work and finally to his 
major dissertation study on adult education in 
the church today. 


Certainly, his commitment to this program 
was evidence of his belief that learnings a life- 
long task and that it is a vital part of the 
church’s mission to be engaged in “total 
education.”

The eucharist, in the context of the 
celebration of the mass, is the most powerful 
means we have for healing. This applies as 
well as anywhere to healing disorders in our 
sexual life. 


Ideally, our physical desires should be in 
harmony with right reason, and reason 
should be in harmony with the revealed word 
of God. Unfortunately, the accumulation of 
the effects of sin since the disobedience of 
our first parents has upset the relation 
between desire, reason and revelation 
(Genesis 3:16-19; Romans 7:15-25). 


THE FLESH, as St. Paul understands the 
body/flesh component of the human person- 
ality (Romans 6:2-19), is rebellious. The flesh 


tends to behave according to the logic of its - 


own. immediate need, ignoring the overall 
good of the person, even disregarding God’s 
call to eternal salvation. The dissipating 
tendency of the flesh needs to be brought 
under the control of our true and eternal 
good. 


In most religions of the world self-discipline 
is encouraged as a means of salvation. Jesus 
told his followers, “If anyone wants to be a 
follower of mine, let him renounce himself and 
take up his cross every day and follow me.” 
(Luke 9:23) 


Thus, discipline is also necessary for the 
disciple of Christ, but more basic than the 
need for discipline is the need for faith. For 
Christian self-discipline is a means to a 


personal relationship with Jesus, whom we 
believe dies, lives and rises again in us. 


IN THE MASS we have the continual 
source of the mystery of Jesus’ eternal life as 
it is lived in and for us. This process is known 
as the paschal mystery. 


Our personal entry into the paschal 
mystery unites us with the source of all life: 
from healing redemptive life in the now to 
eternal life in heaven: “Anyone who eats this 
bread will live forever; and the bread that I 
shall give is my flesh, for the life of the world.” 
(John 6:51) 


The Word became flesh, took upon himself 
the wounds our sins caused (1 Peter 2:24, 25), 
and lifted those wounds to the Father through 
his own death on the cross. The Father, then, 


Christian meditation: Take your wounds to Jesus 


established Jesus’ body in a gloriously 
resurrected state. é 


JESUS TAKES our death and unites it to 
his death and resurrection in the eucharist. 
Thus, we can be healed if we bring our 
woundedness to Jesus:in the sacrifice of the 
mass. 


For example, I have found it helpful to offer 
my vows of poverty, chastity and obedience 
with Jesus’ offering in the mass, especially 
when I am being tempted to take back my 
gifts. 

Then I ask the Lord to fill my living with his 
life. To be healed, it is often necessary to 
exercise our faith, to deliberately enter into 
the mystery of Jesus’ life in the paschal 
sacrifice. In the mystery of the eucharist is the 
power and the means for our healing. 


Elizabeth Seton 


An all-American woman

Elizabeth Ann Bayley Seton was quite a 
lady: daughter of a distinguished colonial 
family; genteel, intelligent, well-educated; a 
loving and lively young wife and mother; an 
all-American woman; strong, determined, 
courageous, profoundly and sincerely reli- 
gious, and in the course of time, genuinely 
heroic. 


Her canonization on Sept. 14, 1975, as the 
first native American to be so honored was 
simply the official and universal proclamation 
of the fact that she had exploited all of her 
potentialities of nature and grace to an 
amazing degree. 


ELIZABETH ANN was born in New York 
City Aug. 28, 1774. Her father, Richard 
Bayley, was a prominent physician and first 
professor of anatomy at King’s College, the 
present Columbia University. Her mother’s 
father was rector of St. Andrew Episcopal 
church on Staten Island. 


She lost her mother when she was very 
young and felt the loss keenly throughout her 
growing years. A devout Episcopalian, she 
loved the communion service, and with her 
sister, attended as many as possible, even on 
the same Sunday. 


Sermons fascinated her and she studied 
privately so as to appreciate them more 


intelligently. In his homily on the occasion of . 


her canonization Pope Paul remarked that 
“to this (Episcopalian) church goes the merit 
of having awakened and fostered the religious 
sense and Christian sentiment which, in the 
young Elizabeth, were naturally predisposed 
to the most spontaneous and lively manifesta- 
tions.” 


AT 19, SHE married a prosperous young 
businessman, William Magee Seton. The 
couple had five children—two sons and three 
daughters. Her husband’s financial reverses 
had such an adverse effect on his health that a 
sea voyage was recommended. 


They took the oldest daughter, Anna 
Maria, with them to Italy, where they stayed 
with the Filicchi family in .Leghorn. But 
William’s condition worsened and he died at 
Pisa just six weeks later. He was buried in 
Leghorn and members of the Filicchi family 
did their best to comfort Elizabeth. 


She was very impressed by their kindness, 
by the sincerity of their Catholic faith and the 
happiness they so evidently found in its 
practice. Study and prayer convinced her 
that she had to follow their example, and 


when she returned to New York in 1803, her 
mind was made up. 


OPPOSITION was violent and imme- 
diately forthcoming, especially from her close 
friend, the Episcopalian minister, Dr. Henry 
Hobart. But nothing could stop her, and on 
March 4, 1805, she was received into the 
church by the pastor of St. Peter, New York. 


The reaction was devastating. Nearly all 
her friends and relatives turned on her; her 
funds were low, and when she opened a little 
school to support herself, the opposition 
forced its closing. 


A move was made even to evict her from 
the state. She was just about to leave for the 
more Catholic surroundings of Canada when 
Father William DuBourg, superior of the 
Sulpicians, asked her to founda school near 
St. Mary Seminary in Baltimore. He offered 
her a little house next to the seminary. which 
has been preserved by the Sulpicians over the 
years and is now a place of pilgrimage. 


NOT ONLY pupils came to her. Young 
women interested in her work joined her, and 
before long, she was mother of another 
family, the Sisters of Charity of St. Joseph. In 
1809 she was given another house in 
Emmitsburg, Md., and here her little group 


took definite shape, with a rule adapted from 
the one St. Vincent de Paul had given his 
Sisters of Charity. 


Elizabeth had special permission to keep 


-her own children in her care. 


The two boys were at school with the 
Sulpicians in Emmitsburg, and the girls joined 
her in her work—all drawn together by the 
strongest ties of love. Two of the girls died in 
their teens; Katherine lived to assist her 
mother on her deathbed. 


THE LITTLE group was dedicated to the 
material and spiritual welfare of all in 
distress—the poor, the sick, prisoners, the 
insane. But their special dedication was to the 
education of the young. 


Calls began coming from various places for 
their services, and Elizabeth gathered and 
trained about 50 sisters, founded schools and 
orphanages in New York and Philadelphia, 
and furnished the domestic staff for the Boys’ 
College at Emmitsburg. 


She was only 46 when she died on Jan. 4, 
1821. The memory she left was a warm one, 
for she had never ruled by domineering, but 
rather by loving and leading with an 
irresistable charm which captivated both her 
sisters and her pupils.

What did the First Amendment authors mean?

A journalist who has examined 
the congressional debate on the 
First Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution has charged that the 
Supreme Court has almost re- 
versed the founding fathers’ 
original intent concerning the 
establishment and free exercise 
of religion. 


That intent would have made it 


while prohibiting the non-discrim- 
inatory assistance the framers 
would have permitted,” Malbin 
said. 


ON A PRACTICAL level, Malbin 
said many of the Supreme Court's 
decisions on church-state mat- 
ters would not be changed by a 
return to what he says is the 
framers’ intent. School prayer 
would still be prohibited, con- 
scientious objection to war would 
still be recognized and civil 


“One major change (if court decisions 
were based on the framers’ intent) would 
be approval of aid to private schools, 
including religious schools.” 


easier to give state aid to religious 
schools, but would have denied 
claims of a religious right to 
exemption from valid secular 
laws, according to Michael Mal- 
bin, a journalist-in-residence at 
the American Enterprise Institute, 
a Washington-based think tank. 


MALBIN MADE his comments 
in an AEI publication, “Politics 
and Religion: The Intentions of the 
Authors of the First Amendment.” 
He is on leave from the National 
Journal. He has a doctorate in 
political science and his book is 
based on his doctoral disserta- 
tion. 

The First Amendment begins 
“Congress shall make no law 
respecting an establishment of 
religion or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof.” 

“The court uses the free exer- 
cise clause to grant religion 
special favors that the framers 
never thought were required, 
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authorities would not rule on 
internal church disputes, he 
said. 


But he said one major change 
would be approval of aid to private 
schools, including religious 
schools. 


At the same time, Malbin said, 
his interpretation would mean 
that the court would not have 
ruled in favor of claims of religious 
rights. 


FOR EXAMPLE, he said: a court 
ruling that an Amish family in 
Wisconsin did not have to send its 
children to public school or an 
accredited private school be- 
cause such an education violated 
its religious beliefs would not 
stand up_under the original 
congressional intent. :

Court has cited history to justify its 
position that the First Amendment

He said the court was correct 
that the First Amendment prohi- 
bits preference for one religion 
over another, but incorrect in 
believing it prohibited aid that 
would help all religions. 


THE ESTABLISHMENT clause, 
Malbin said, prohibits Congress 
from making laws which affect 
establishments of religion, but 
neither prohibits nor encourages 
such establishments. 


He also said that at the time 
Congress was debating the First 
Amendment, it passed a revised 
Northwest Ordinance which set 
aside land for private schools, 
mostly church-operated, in the 
Northwest Territories. The ordi- 
nance encouraged the teaching of 
religion and morality in the 
schools for the secular purpose of 
leading to “good government and 
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than its intent concerning the 
establishment of religion. 


But he said whatever Congress 
intended, it would not have gone 
beyond the practice in Virginia, 
which at the time had the strong- 
est freedom of religion laws in the 
United States. 


“At no time did anyone in 
Virginia other than (James) 
Madison suggest that the overt 
practices of religious people 
should be judged by standards 
different from those used to judge 
the overt action of irreligious 
people,” Malbin said. 

HE SAID, “The framers of the 
Constitution and the Bill of Rights 
wanted to create a secular liberal 
democracy, one in which laws 


_ were passed for secular reasons, 


and in which people, whatever 
their religious opinions, were 
expected as citizens to obey the 
law. 


“They did want to promote 
religion by encouraging legis- 
latures to write exemptions for

the happiness of mankind,” 
Malbin said. 


The framers of the Constitution, 
he said, wanted a secular govern-

MALBIN SAID the intent of 
Congress concerning the free 
exercise of religion was less clear 
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religious objectors to otherwise 
valid civil laws, but these exemp- 
tions were considered. acts of 
legislative grace, not constitu- 
tional rights,” Malbin said.

Cerebral palsey victim pedals 
in wheelchair for pro-life cause

James Osterberg is a 
young man who believes 
that ‘‘there is a certain 
beauty about being alive, a 
certain essence that every- 
one can appreciate.” 


When he heard about the 
Pro-Life League and its 
goals, James decided he 
wanted to do something to 
help. 

HE CAME UP with the 
idea of soliciting pledges 
for a donation to Pro-Life for 
every mile he can pedal. 


The pedals he turns 
aren't on a bicycle—they 


are on a wheel attached to 
the footrest of his wheel- 
chair. 


James Osterberg has 
cerebral. palsy. 


HE HAS BEEN confined 
to a wheelchair for almost 
all of his 28 years. He 
cannot walk, feed himself 
or speak, but he can com- 
municate by using a talk 
board, a piece of wood with 
the letters of the alphabet 
painted on it. 


His mother, Mickey Os- 
terberg, said James 
thought of the idea of 
‘pedaling for life’ on his 
own.

“James feels he is alive 
because the Lord had a 
purpose for him,” she said. 
“He wants to show people 
that you can be handi- 
Capped and in a wheelchair 
and still enjoy life.” 


MRS. OSTERBERG said 
James goes to mass at St. 
John of the Cross, Lemon 
Grove, almost every Sun- 
day. 


And although his voice is 
wordless, he often adds the 
sound of it to the songs of 
praise to the Lord he loves. 
According to Mrs. Oster- 
berg, Deacon John Sten- 
beck told James, ‘You 
praise the Lord with what- 
ever voice he gives you.” 


James has an odometer 
attached to his pedal wheel. 
Before he began pedaling 
for life, he used the device 
for exercise and averaged 
20 miles per month. In the 
month since he started his 
project, he has pedaled 40 
miles. 


SO FAR donations have 
been relatively small, 
considering the amount of 
effort James has to expend 
to pedal a mile. He has 
raised only about $40 .

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Sails in leather boat 


Author recreates St. Brendan’s 
voyage across Atlantic Ocean 


WASHINGTON (NC)— 
When Tim Severin and his 
three crewmen set sail from 
Ireland to North America in 
a leather boat, they were 
prepared for a variety of 
possible mishaps—but not 
for a man overboard. 


“You were done for,” 
Severin calmly noted, “if 
you fell off that thing.” 


“THAT THING” is the 
Brendan, a 36-foot oxhide 
and wooden vessel which 
Severin designed from 


Tim Severin 
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records describing the 
voyage of St. Brendan, a 
sixth century Irish monk 
who may have beaten 
Christopher Columbus to 
the Americas by almost 
1,000 years. 

While many modern his- 
torians had ridiculed re- 
ports of the voyage as myth, 
Severin, a specialist in the 
history of exploration, had 
doubts about the doubts. 

So he built the square- 
rigged vessel, which for all 
the relative sophistication 
of its design, could not 
retrace its course to pick up 
anyone who fell overboard. 

In selecting the crew, 
“You had to have people 
who were accustomed to 
the motion of a small boat, 
who knew when it was likely 
to lurch,” Severin said.

th Norsemen were there to 
trade and raid and colonize, 
the Irish were not. For a 
start, they were in much 
smaller vessels. There-were 
fewer of them.” But why 
were the Irish out on the 
North Atlantic in their tiny 
craft in the first place? 


THE IRISH MONKS “were 
very deeply influenced by 
the Desert Fathers, by the 
teaching that you went out 
to get closer to God by 
placing yourself away from 
the temptations of the 
world,” said Severin, a 
native of India who now 
lives in Ireland. ‘‘They 
sought the desert in the 
ocean.” 


In addition, “They trav- 
eled on the ocean to see 
God’s wonders. God would 
reveal his wonders to them 
upon the deep. And so they 
went with this sense of 


awe—and a sense of com- 
plete trust: if you were 
overwhelmed by a storm, it 
was God's will. And if you 
encountered a whale, it was 
one of God’s wonders.” 


Severin reports that he 
was deeply moved by the 
ocean’s wonders. “No ques- 
tion of it. The first time that 
a very large whale came up 
and surfaced alongside our 
small boat—well, | don’t 
think any man would have 
been able to quell a sense 
of awe.”

A look at books 


THE LITURGICAL YEAR by Father Adrian 
Nocent, OSB. The Liturgical Press, Col- 
legeville, MN 56321. 4 vols. $39.50 pb. 


The “liturgical year” is that beautiful and 
orderly arrangement of seasons and 
feasts through which the church makes 
present the various mysteries of Our Lord 
to the faithful. 


The liturgical renewal of Vatican II, with 
its particular emphasis on the life and 
message of Christ and with its three year 
cycle of readings, has made most com- 
mentaries on the liturgical year obsolete. 
That has been remedied by this fine series 
of books from Benedictine Father Adrian 
Nocent. 


The great seasons of Advent, Christmas- 
tide, Lent, the Paschal Mysteries and 
Pentecost receive ample treatment from 
- liturgical, historical and ritual angles. The 
readings for these seasons and all the 


Sundays between, in their various cycles, 
receive special treatment. 


Father Nocent has a deep respect for 
tradition with many quotations from the 
Fathers and Doctors of the church, as 
well as other ancient Christian writers. He 
also uses the scriptures copiously. But he 
is also at home with the work of Vatican II 
and weaves this into his commentaries. 


The work is intended for clergy, religious 
and laity. It will not help the priest write a 
homily, but it will give him a great deal of 
background information. It will help all 
attending mass to obtain deeper insights 
into the meaning of the mysteries. 


Each volume also gives full treatment to 
the major feasts that occur during the 
period covered. All told, this series is most 
satisfying and should be in every serious 
library.
